'Championships and came third in the Joao Havelange 
youth tournament in Mexico in 1982. 


And his last assignment as national coach was the Merlion Cup 
;in Singapore, which Australia won two months ago.

This allows the young 
players the opportunity to play 
with and against senior play- 
ers. which is essential to their 
development 

In the past in Victoria, NSL 
clubs had reserve teams who 
were generally in lower Lea- 
gues. This constituted a big 
drop in standards for players 
who were not in the first team 
and who still required match 
practice. On the other hand, it 
was a big step for players pro- 
moted from the reserve team 
to the first team when they 
suddenly found themselves 
playing in the National Lea- 
gue.

The quality of the Youth 
League suffered as the major- 
ity of the best 16 and 17 year 
olds were recruited for senior 
teams. This in effect resulted 
in the Youth League providing 
a place to play for the players 
who, having ended their junior 
careers, were unable to com- 
mand places in senior teams. 
Although this is very com- 
mendable, the fact remains 
that a good Youth League was 
required to cater for the quali- 
tv rather than the quantity. 


Some clubs may argue that 
plavers could be lost to the 
game if provisions are not 
made to provide a competition 
for the not so talented players. 
However. clubs really have 
always had the solution to sol- 
ving vouth develapment prob- 
iems right under their noses 


That solution is simply to 
adopt a policy within the club 
of using the reserve team for 
playes on the way up rather 
than for players on the way 
down A sprinkling of ex- 
perienced players who possess 
the right character and ability 
to play with and encourage the 
young players in the reserve 
team would provide a healthy 
environment within the club 
structure in which to develop 
home grown talent
